INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,-  This  year  has  been  tho  most  fortunate  the  Rural 
District  has  ever  experienced.  There  was  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  and 
eight  of  diphtheria,  but  of  these  nine  cases  the  scarlet  fever  and  three 
of  the  diphtheria  cases  wore  evacuees,  and  all  the  three  diphtheria  evacuee 
cases  were  taken  ill  almost  immediately  after  their  arrival  from  a school 
known  to  be  infected.  All  the  nine  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and 
all  recovered. 

Free  immunization  against  diphtheria  was  commenced  in  January,  1939, 
Four  hundred  children  have  already  been  treated  - this  is  about  30%  of  all 
the  children  in  the  area.  The  prophylacties  used  were  T.A.F,,  T.A.M,  and 
in  a very  few  cases  A.P.T, 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING-COUGH:-  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  either  of  these 
diseases  in  the  last  throe  years.  The  Council’s  Visitor  visited  cases 
of  whooping-cough  in  a small  epidemic  at  High  Legh. 

CANCER,-  The  Manchester  Hospitals  provide  the  most  modern  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  this  disease, 

SERUM  FOR  DIPHTHERIA.-  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  in  8,000  units  phials  Ls 
available,  day  and  night,  for  practitioners  who  require  it.  Supplies  are 
kept  at  the  Altrincham  Office1  (24  Station  Buildings),  at  the  residence  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  that  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Tel,  No* 
Bucklow  Hill  3289).  In  the  case  of  Doctors  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the 
District  the  Council  continue  to  pay  their  chemists  bills  for  anti-texin. 

PNEUMONIA.-  Sputum  from  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  and  broncho-pneumonia 
(not  due  to  measles,  whoop ing-oough  or  the  like)  may  be  sent  by  practitioners 
tc  be  ’’typed”  by  Dr.  lenkins  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Salford,  In  cases  where 
it  is  found  the  disease  is  due  to  the  Type  I pneumococcus,  serum  for 
intravenous  injection  may  be  obtained  free  from  the  same  addresses  as 
mentioned  under  "Diphtheria”  for  the  supply  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin, 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY,-  There  were  no  deaths  connected  with  child-bearing,  and 
for  the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  lying-in  fever. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  the  last  14  years  there  have  only  been 
two  deaths  from  this  dreaded  disease  out  of  3,800  births.  This  is  a much 
better  record  than  is  usual. 
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AlffiULANCE  FACILITIES.-  These  are  adequate.  Ambulances  are  not  owned 
by  the  Council,  but  the  Council  pays  when  the  sick  or  injured  persons 
are  unable  to, 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION.-  This  is  adequate  and  unchanged, 

LABORATORY  WORK.-  Diphtheria  and  typhoid  specimens  are  examined  at  the 
Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Since  January  1st,  1935,  diphtheria 
swabs  have  been  first  examined  by  the  microscopical  method,  the  cultural 
method  being  also  used  where  the  result  is  negative  microscopically, 

Tho  County  Council  Laboratory  continues  to  examine  sputum  for 
tuborcle  bacilli.  In  1939  3 positive  and  26  negative  specimens  wore 
reported  on.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  Analysis,-  Six  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  Analysis  during  the  year  from  the  following  parishes:-

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.-  The  Inspection  of  rivers  and  streams  and  the  taking 
of  samples  has  been  carried  out  as  in  the  past  years. 

DRAINAGE.-  Four  houses  were  completely  re-drained  during  the  year  and 
amendments  carried  out  to  10  others.  The  water  test  was  applied  in  oach 
case  and  all  proved  to  bo  sound  and  tight  before  being  passed. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION,-  The  following  Is  as  close  an  estimate  as  possible 
of  the  different  kinds  of  accommodation: - 

Water  closets,  1476;  Pail  closets,  930;  Dry  Ashpits,  120;  Dustbins,  1800; 
Cesspools  or  Septic  Tanks  and  Filters,  960;  Privy  closets,  170.

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SHOES  ABATEMENT® - No  complaints  wore  received  of  the  chimneys  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 

PREMISES  and  OCCUPATIONS  which  can  be  controlled  by  EYE -LAWS  or 
REGULATIONS.-  No  complaints  were  received  about  the  Paint  Works  at 
Partington  and  no  nuisance  was  noticed  from  them  on  visiting  the  parish. 
There  are  no  byelaws  in  force  in  the  district  as  to  tents,  vans,  sheds  etc* 
There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district. 

SHOPS  and  OFFICES,-  No  action  has  been  found  necessary  during  the  yearc 

CAMPING  SITES,-  Five  camping  sites  were  in  use  in  tho  area  during  the 
summer  months  and  five  licences  were  issued  under  Section  369  of  Public- 
Health  Act,  1936.  The  Licences  were  for  land  to  accommodate  a maximum 
of  186  tents. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  and  POOLS#-  There  is  one  privately  owned  Bathing  Pool  in 
the  area  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  the  water  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  Regular  inspections  havo  been  made  during  the  season, 

ERADICATION  of  BED  BUGS.-  No  action  has  been  necessary. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE.-  There  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  important  matters  of  sanitary  environment  which  have 
required  special  attention. 

REMOVAL  and  DISPOSAL  of  REFUSE.-  This  work  has  been  carried  out 
regularly  in  the  parishes  of  Dunham  Massey,  Mobberley,  Partington,  Ashley, 
Ringway,  Carrington,  Warburton,  Tabley,  Mare,  Millington,  Bollington,  Peover, 
Ollerton,  Plumley,  H^gh  Legh,  Pickmere  and  Agden, 

(a)  Dry  Refuse  is  collected  into  covered  lorries  and  tipped  straight  from 
the  dustbin  into  the  lorry.  Where  the  refuse  is  in  dry  ashpits  it  is 
loaded  straight  into  the  lorry  or  put  into  collecting  tins  and  then 
transferred  to  the  lorry. 

(b)  Refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  loaded  direct  into  collecting 
tins  and  these  are  then  put  into  tho  lorry. 

No  refuse  is  deposited  on  the  ground  or  in  passages  in  any  case# 

(c)  Dry  refuse  is  deposited  in  tips  which  are  properly  covered  as  the  work 
proceeds. 

(d)  House  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  disposed  of  to  farmers, 

(o  and  f)  The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools® 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  moans  of  two  Bedford 
Lorries,  ono  being  a 3-ton  vehicle  and  the  other  a 2-ton  vehicle  which 
replacod  the  1935  30-cwt,  vehicle.  Both  vehicles  are  giving  satisfactory 
service#

SCHOOLS.-  The  schools  are  frequently  visited  and  always  disinfected  by 
tho  Council’s  staff  after  closure  for  any  infectious  disease.
